It is at all events so great now, that 
mi Ute incidents of his life are caught uj 
with avidity. 
'Hie last C o u rier des 
tats Urns contains some 
curious anec­ 
dota a of his career.— Iii 1822 he wa© 
sent ambassador to England ; bis residence 
w a s tie r Regent’s B ark; here how* 
ever, he never walked, but always betook 
himself to Kensington Gardens, far dis­ 
tant from his house. 
On being asked tho 
cause o f this preference, he answered, 
that it w as by no means caprice, but, that 
what Was now the magnificent Regent's 
Bark w as formerly, w hen he was an emi­ 
grant, a gloomy marsh w here more than 
once he had wandered in want of bread, 
a prey to sufferings, the recollection of 
w hich was so painful as to make hun 
shun, after an interval of tweuty year% 
the place which recalled them. 


Effects of Intemperate W riting.— 'Th© 
public peace violated ; a clergyman chas­ 
tised iii the public streets ; ten individual© 
arrested upon judicial process ; the whole 
town iii an uproar for days and weeks ;
